The Chronicle says : "The vital and 
absorbing feature of the controversy is 
that America desires arbitnition tind we 
cannot refuse the rciiuest. It is slowly, 
we hope surely, entering the minds of 
our statesmen tliat in order to do juHtice 
to the Aniericiin point of view the hair- 
splittings of ingenious lawyers and aca- 
demic essayists helj) very little. We 
have to take into ticcount a deep rooted 
national sentiment, which has a way of 
getting itself recognized in policy and in 
action without sanction of theoretical 
rules. 

" Lord Salislmry may urge that the 
American doctrine is not incorporated 
in the code of international law. The 
American answer is: What we call in- 
ternational law is merely the ciisloms 
observed by Europeail states in their re- 
lations with each other, which have been 
determined bv the dominant powers. 

" England has been foremost as the 
maker of international laws. It requires 
no exceptional gift of perception to see 
lliat the United States aspires to the 
same leading role in politics on the Am- 
erican continent. England lilled lOtirope 
with glory and was herself a benefit to 
mankind in the periiul of tlie Naiioleon- 
ic wars. The internatioiuil law which 
is to govern the Aitierictin continent 
is in process of formation, and wc c:ui- 
not slitit our eyes to the fact that on tbat 
continent it will not faij to exercise that 
partunount influence which is incidental 
to the position." 

The same sentiments, practically, were 
exjiressed by Sir Kdwitrd Clarke, .speak- 
ing at Plymouth on Monday evening, 
when he saiil : '' We must not be too im- 
patient or angry with the Monroe doc- 
trine. If we refused to arbitrate except 
outside the .Schonihurg line, we should 
have w;u' with the U.S., and a war in 
which would not be right."'

THE SCANDINAVIAN COLONY. 

Interesting Account of tlie Progress and 
Prospects of the Settlers on Qnatsind 
Sound. 

The incoming steamer Mischief brings 
the following very satisfactory report of 
the doings and expectations of the Scan- 
dinavian settlers who have exidiaiiged 
the discomforts and disadvantages of 
Dakota lor the more genial climate and 
promising i)ro3pect8 of British Colum- 
bia. Tlie author is Mr. C. x'". Nord- 
strom, iiresident of the Quatsino Sound 
Hcttlement : 

"Through the medium of your valu- 
able jiapor, I should like to let our 
friends in Dakota and A'ictoria know" 
how our new colony is progressing. A 
year ago last November we landed in 
Coal Harbor, Quatsino Sound, after a 
very successful voyage in the steamer 
Mischief, Captain Foot, with Mr. Huaon 
as land guide. Our ptuty, through the 
kindness of Mr. William iiunt, were 
fortunate to get the use of his house for 
tht winter months. During our lirst 
winter the weather was all that could be 
desired, the mildness of the climate be- 
ing a very agreeable change from the 
severity of the 1 )akota frosts. We spent 
all the winter prospecting luid selecting 
our locations ami found large areas of 
good arable land, lieaiitiiuUy situate<l on 
the waters of the sound, enouirli, f should 
think to suiiport twLi hundred families. 
During the summer we worked on the 
government road from Coal Harbor to 
Hardy Jiay on the east coast of the is- 
land and this fall we liaveall moved into 
our own houses and have commenced 
clearing land. 

"Fish of all kinds are jilentiful, as 
also are ducks aiul geese. Deei' and elk 
abound, anil several 'jear have already 
been caught, 'ihe practice of trapping 
bears, however, is prjvinfj distinctly 
dangerous, one Indian liavmg already 
been severely hurt in a trap. AJl that 
is now needed to make our colony a suc- 
cess is more settlers, an increase of pop- 
ulation being certain to cause the de- 
velopment of local industries such as 
canneries and sawmills, for which thi;re 
is a splendid ouening. The December 
steamer brought Mr. Norger with a 
large stock of goods to open a general 
store. 

" I cannot chise this lettiu- without 
expressing the thanks of the settlers to 
Cai)taiii l''oot tor giving us a monthly 
steamboat service anil bringing us our 
mail at his own expense since our ar- 
rival here. 1 am confident that not one 
of us would be here to-day had he not 
done so. On the ai rival of his boat this 
month he started a subscription for a 
new wharf, which was heartily respond- 
ed to. He has also been the means of 
inducing several good colonists to join 
us. Wo shall be jileased to hear of his 
getting the mail contract for this place, 
and hope that next year the trade to our 
colonv will so increase that he will 
see Ill's way to jiutting a larger boat on 
the route."

us ; 

My Dear Mr. Beeton : — I am in re- 
ceipt of your letter of tlieSth of October, 
enclosing clipping from the Times, 
which contains Mr. \V. C Prescott's 
letter with respect to the Trail Creek 
mines. 

I eun quite understand your anxiety to 
know if what is stated therein can be 
substantiated, because, if not, its pub- 
lication in the London press would do 
harm rather thflu j^pod ; but if it can be 
fcubst.antiattj;! it is evidence of ^rciil 
mineral wealth in that partifiuhir part 
of the Kootenay country, and must 
ojien tiie eyes of the Brilisli readers to a 
uiinin;; n.'(,'ion which lias heretofore bail 
but bttle attention paid to it by liritish 
caiiitalists. 

1 am not ac<(uainteil with the writer 
in queHCion. My atteiitinn was called to 
his letter as reproiluecd in one of the 
p!V|iers of the interior, I tliink the Miner, 
and 1 am pleased to say that, so far as 
the most reliable information in uiy pos- 
session goes, I can, without becoming 
responsible for the exactness of every 
figure given, corroborate in a_ general 
way the statements it contains. It 
would be unwise, in the beat interests of 
the mining development of the Province 
generally, if for no other reason, to sanc- 
tion the publication in Knijland of letters 
about which there might be any reason- ! 
able doubt as to their substantial accu- | 
racy; and I am j)lea.so(l to know that ^ 
your interest in the nuitter extentls to j 
ascertaining their trutlifulness. | 

Rosaland, 1 may say, is a town of this 
season's growtli, the centri> of a recent j 
mining camp near the Uoluml}ia river . 
and adjacent to the United States boun- j 
dary. It is the result of a very remark- 
able mining development whicii has I 
produced a half-dozen or so of working ; 
gold mines and dividend-paying proper- 
ties, conspicuous among which are the ' 
War Eagle, Le Roi, and one or two i 
■others mentioned by Mr. Prescott. 
The Trail Creek division, to 
whicli 1 refer, includes a number' 
of other rich claims in the develoiunent 
stage and many line j)rospects. The 
first sliipments were made last year, and 
the camp has just recently, therefore, | 
sprung into prominence. Tlie \Var 
Kagle, to wliicli reference is made, was 
" on velvet," as it is exjiressed, some 
niontliH ago, and has jiaid something 
like $7.5,000 in dividends this season.

Silver King, stocked by an English com- 
pany, as yOU are aware, are erecting a 
smelter and building a tramway. Other 
importont work is going on as well. At 
lllicilliwaet, Lurdeau and Trout Lake, 
in the Big IJend country, and through- 
out lOast Kootenay, at various points, 
ileposits said to be quite as rich as 
Hny referred to in the foregoing have 
been discovered upon which more or less 
development work is being done, and 
only await communication such as has 
been afforded to Nelson, the l:3locan,and 
Trail Creek to become producing mines. ' 

.lust tlie other day news came from 
old Cariboo, the scene of the earlier 
days of placer excitement and nnich 
wealth-getting, that two l)ig " c lean- 
uj's " had been made, oni' at th.e Horse- 
(iy and the other at the tiuesnelle J'orks 
diggings, where (extensive hydraulicing 
works have been built, owned by a com- 
pany in which the Canadian I'aei/ie rail- 
way directorate is largely interested. A 
great deal of interest has been evinced 
in the result of this enterpri.se, as it was 
undertaken a't a cost of about .i; lOO,000, 
and u]ion its success much depended. 
Not a few difficulties were encountered 
in the preliminary operations of this 
company in the way of getting water 
and other unlooked for obstacles. The 
" wash-ups " were the result of four 
weeks' work anil aggregated about 
!f()8,0()0. The company will prosecute 
the work vigorously for the remainder 
of the reason. Besides thi.s company, 
there are four or live otber.«, in several 
of which Knglish cajjital is interested, 
engaged in extensive hyilraulic opera- 
tions in Cariboo, from which we may 
expect to iiear next season. 

Kich strikes are reported from Lulu 
islanil, at Ibe mouth of the l''ra.>ier river, 
from near .N'anainio, from Scjnienos, and 
from Texada island, but the distrk't 
which is now attracting tlie greatest at- 
tention is Alberni, Vancouver island, 
where a number of gold claims have 
i)een located and prosjjectorg and local 
investors are crowding in. Upon sev- 
eral locations work is being actively 
l)rosecuted, antl trial shipments from 
these have given promising results. The 
veins so far as exploited show extensive

.\ number of radical amendments to 
the existing game laws of the province 
will be reconnnended to the provincial 
Icuislatiire during the session oiiening 
on the •J.'lrd instant, as a rissiilt of yi'ster- 
dav's meeting at the Hotel Drianl of 
the Vancouver Island Fish antl Game 
Protection Association. There was a 
large attendanito at the meeting referred 
to, over which Captain Clive Lhillijis- 
Wolley oresided, and the discussion was 
conlined strictly to the business for 
which the society had been called to- 
gether — to make suggestions to the gov- 
ernment looking to the improvemenl of 
the game act as aiiplied to Vancouver 
and adjacent islands west of the Cas- 
cades. 

.V better enforcement of the law in all 
parts of the Island was held to be im- 
perative, and in order to facilitate the 
work of the police the association de- 
cided to advise the appointment of pro- 
vincial constables in all districts, It is 
also recommended that i)olice oflicers be 
vested with authority to follow and 
sear;h anyone siispeclei.1 of lieing in 
possession of game illegally, on private 
as well as public property. At present 
the right of searcli does not extend to 
jjrivate [iroperty, as many a pot hunter 
has discovered to his abundant joy dur- 
ing the past few years. 

Still another general recommendation 
is for the imposition of a small gun 
license fee, licenses being issued only to 
persons old enough to properly under- 
stand the danger attendant upon the 
careless handling of firearms. 

Very radical changes are proposed as 
to the duration and arrangement of the 
close season for game birds. .\t ijresent 
grouse of all kinds may be shot from 
October I to December 1, deer are lawful 
game during the last four months of the 
year, and duck are jirotected for six 
inonths of the twelve — .March to August 
inclusive. The V. I. K. .<: U. 1'. A. sug- 
gest that the open season for blue 
grouse, deer and duck be made the 
same, opening on .\ugust l-'ll and closing 
on January 1 . 

Quail, which once more become food for 
thegunsduring the autumn, it is jiroposed 
shall receive the same consideration as 
pheasants and willow grouse, the oinui 
.season for these being suggested to in- 
clude the entire months of Octoljer, No- 
vemljer and December. Under the ex- 
isting law hen pheasants cannot lawfully 
be shot at any time and cocks only from 
the.'iOth Sep'leniher to the 1st of T'eb- 
ruarv. The association further suggests 
that' the sale of jilieasants, cpiail and 
willow grouse lie iprobihited altogether. 

Tlie clause whieli at presiuit jirotects 
game birds Iroin sunset to sunrise is 
deemed unnecessary by the association, 
and its repeal i.~ advocated ; in ))lace of 
the sunset to sunrise section a new 
clause is proposed, providing "that it 
shall be lawful to shoot any game birds 
during the open sea.son at any time ex- 
cept when they are upon the roost." 

.■V suggestion that will meet with yer\ 
general approval is that the heads of 
panthers upon which bounty is claimed 
shall be marked i.y the slitting of the 
ears, the heads being returned to the 
owners. .\nol her excidlent ideals em- 
bodied in the pi opo.-al that no deer shall 
Ih' exposeinor >ale wi t boll t their heads 
— this hiding for tlie purpose of eiiabliiiL' 
llie jiolice ami liie jmhlic lo delermine 
Ihe sex of the deer. Shoillil it be en- 
dorsed by the legislature ibis will bc> a 
verv strong iiieasM.e of prolei-lion for 
the'de-r.

Chief Jastice Davie Gives His Decision 
on tlie Branch 8ewers Assess- 
ment By>Law. 



The City May Ueplace in the General 
Fand the Sum Hpeut on 
Branches. 



A moat importiint judgment luis beon 
given by the Chief Justice, upholding 
the city by-law which provides for tin- 
assessment of various properties to pay 
baclc to tlie genunil sewer fund tlie 
money teinporiirily appropriiitud for the 
conatriietion of sewer connection to such 
properties. This by-law, Ko. 260, Mr. 
H. F. Heisterman made an application 
to quash and the Chief Justice hiis de- 
cided in favor of the city witli costs. Tlie 
full text of the judKincnt follows : 

In the matter of an application to 
quash by-law No. 250, entitled "A by- 
law to settle the amount tbe owners of 
land or rt al property situate within the 
municipal lioiits of the city of Victoria 
shall pay for the construction of branch 
sewers to the line of the street, to con- 
nect such land or I'eal projierty with a 
main or common sewer laid in or under 
the street upon wliich tlie said land or 
real jH-operty fronts." 

" Ili^nry l''rederick Heisterman vs. the 
Corporation of the Uity of Victoria— Mr. 
Heisterman is a rcsidcntof the munici- 
pality and interested in the above men- 
tioned by-law. Jle is also anient for 
John Smeaton, who owns Lot ti. Block 
76, Victoria, abutting on (joveruiuent 
street, and who ia assessed under the 
by-law in the sum of $496.52 for con- 
struction of branch sewers connecting 
hia property with the main sewer on 
Government street. David Spencer's 
property, being one-lialf of Lot- 170, 
Block 13, immediately opposite Mr. 
Smeaton's lot, has also been connected 
with the main sewer, but Mr. Spencer 
is assessed only $200.18 in res|)C(^t of liis 
connection. Air. HeistiMinun has ob- 
tained a rule to quash the by-law on the 
ground, firstly, that it imposes a double 
tax upon the jjroperty mentioned therein 
for the work of construction of branch 
sewers, and secondly, that the by-law 
imposes an unequal amount of taxes 
upon property receiving eipial benefits 
from tne branch sewer. 

The second ground was disjjosed of 
and practically given up during the 
argument,' it bein.? proved that 
the difference in assessment arose 
from tbe fact that there was 
for the Smeaton branch sewer a 
greater quantity of rock excavation in 
proportion to its length than there was 
in the branch sewer connecting the 
Spencer property, and that both proficr- 
ties hiiil lieen assessed only fnrthc actual 
cost of the work to the corporation. 

In support of tlie first ground it was 
proved that the corporation had bor- 
lowed $100,000, chargeable upon the 
whole of the rateable property of the 
corporation.'lor the definite purpose, as 
it was sworn, of constructing branch 
sewers. It was therefore argued that as 
Mr. Smeaton had to pay his share of the 
interest and sinking fund in respect of 
the $ 100,000 loan, to now assess him 
over a^'ain for the very same work which 
was to have been eXet Uted out of the 
$100,000 was to tax him twice fur the 
same work, and so it would have been 
if the $100,000 had been borrowed for 
the purpose of branch sewers; but the 
evidence before me shows that it was 
not borrowed for branch sewers, but for 
sewerage purposes generally. 

By sub-section 10a of section 273 of 
the municipal act, 1892^ as amended by 
section 40 of the municipal act amend- 
ment act, 18()-1, it is eiuictcil that the coun- 
cil may by by-law determine an amount 
the owners of property shall nay fur 
the construction of branch sewers to 
connect any jiroperty with a common 
sewer, aii(l that notwithstanding any 
law to the (contrary, the council may 
assess tbeamount so detoiinincd, either 
before or after tlie coiiinienccineiit or 
completion of the work, as a special tax 
in addition to all othcis upon the pro- 
perty connected ; and under section 10-1, 
sub-section ii71), of the municipal act, 
1802, the council has power to regulate 
and compel owners of real property 
fronting on a street in which or under 
which a main or common sewer is laid, 
to connect any building or jireniises up- 
on such jiroperty with a liraiich main 
or common sewer ; and in the event of 
such owner failinu to make such connec- 
tion within a S[)eci lied time, to have the 
work done at the expense of the owner 
of such ljuilding or iircmisesor real ]iro- 
perty, and to recover the cost and ex- 
pense connected tlierewith in a sum- 
mary manner from such owner by sale 
of the property. 

Acting under these powers the cor- 
poration, by by-law No. 207, section-!, 
provided that when it should be deemed 
desirable to connect any premises with 
a sewer notice was to be sent to the 
owner requiring him to make such con- 
nection, and it was further provided 
that, in default of the owner making the 
connection within a stated time, the 
corporation siiould do the work, and 
nught recover the expenditure therefor 
from tlio owner. 

The citj' as far hack as bSilO resolved 
upon a general system of sewerage, 
and for tlie jiurpose of earrviiiL' 
it out tbe Kum of .•f;iUO,000 was duly 
raised under by-law No. 120, iiassed ROtl'i 
Septemljer, 181)0. Dy resolution passed 
on the 22nd January, 1894, it was deter- 
mined to extend the system, and for 
that purpose a by-law was placed before 
the ratepayers and received tjieir assent 
on the 15th May. 1894, for raising an 
additional sum of $100,000, which was 
borrowed accordingly. Out of this 
money it a]ipears the council tempor- 
arily ajipropriated .trj, 518. (M for branch 
sewers in the business jiarts of tho city, 
deeming it best in that area to tliein- 
selves undertake the work under one 
management, than leaving eacli owner 
to construct his own. This plan was de- 
termined upon by resolution dated 24th 
September, 1891, and the properties of 
Mr. Smeaton and of Mr. Spenc(!r were 
some of those connected out of these 
moneys. To rejilace this sum of $12,- 
548.04* the by-law now in question has 
been passed, and the money when col- 
lected will go into the general sewerage 
fund. The remainder of the $100,000 
lias been invested in general sewerage 
worli. 

Tho law recognizes an obvious distinc- 
tion between main and branch sewers, I

SO far as the cost of construction is con- 
cerned. The one is to be constructed at 
the expense of tbe corporation, the 
other at the cost of the individual. The 
work which the law says shall iio at the 
Cost of the individual having in this case 
been iierformeil at the exiiense of the 
ratepayers <;eiiera!ly, tho act, very 
reasonably, 1 think, jirovides for its 
refund. There is 110 case ot 
dual taxation here tb.a f can 
perceive, nor incipiality of any kind. 
On the contrary, it would be a manifest 
injustice for the body of the ratepayers 
to be at the exjienseof constructing the 
branch sowers reiiresented by the ^12,- 
5-18. 04, leaving the remainder of the 
property owners to make their own con- 
nections at tlieir individual expense. 

The by-law, therefore, must be up- 
held, and the rule discharged, with 
costs. Mr. W. J. Taylor and Mr. 
Mason, for the city; Mr. E. V. Bodwell 
for Mr. Heisterman. 



Tiii<: LAW couirrs. 

Appeal Allowed in La l,ievre v. Walklev & 
Co.— Full Court Sits on 
January 17. 

The nivisional ('ourt yesterday, .Tus- 
ticcs Walkeni and Drake presiding, 
heanl the apjjcal in be Lievre v. Walk- 
lev Co. This was an appeal from a 
decision by Mr. Justice (.'reuse sitting as 
county court judge. The action was 
brought to recover $30 for one month's 
wages and for wrongful dismissal. Dm- 
Eendants paid into court $11 for plain- 
tiff's watces as waiter for eleven days, 
and denied that they were further in- 
debted. TJie defence set up that by cus- 
tom in the business in question tliey 
could discharge at any time without 
notice. When the case was called and 
before evidence was taken, Mr. liclyea 
for ph. intill' asked to have parai'rapli 2 
striu'k out of the particuliirs of defence, 
and tbe judge so on.'ered. This jiara- 
grapb set forth that the contract under 
which plaintiff was employed was 
made according to a mcH es- 
tablished custom known to both 
plaintifl' and defendant that plaintit! 
should leave defendant's employiuent at 
any time without notice and that de 
fendant could without notice discharge 
plaintiff. Mr. Justice Crease gave 
judgment for plaintiff with costs. From 
this defendant appealed on the ground 
that the trial judge had allowe<l para- 
graph 2 of the particulars to be struck 
out and had refused defendant's ofFer of 
evidence in sujiport of that paragraph. 
The court yesterday allowed the appeal 
with costs and oniered a new trial. -M r 
A. L. Belvea for resiioiident ; Mr. K. V 
Bodwell for apjiellaiits (Walklev lV Co.) 

The ajijieal in .'\Iacaulay v. Cowan and 
Stevens garnishee was allowed by the 
Divisional court yesterday, costs to be 
costs in cause. 

The full court sits again on the 17th 
inst., for which date Atkins v. Coy was 
yesterday set down for hearing.

EARTHQUAKES IX PERSIA. 

Two Towns Destroyed— Hundreds of Lives 
Lost— The Amount of Damage 
Inmiensc. 

Ti:ii 1:1: \.s , I'ersia, ,lan. ii. — 'I'wn earth- 
quakes liave occurred in the district of 
Khankhae, the^rst on the night of the 
2nd inst. Upon that occasion the large 
village of Janbad was destroyed and 
several others were partially destroyed, 
three hundred persons being killeil. 
The second eartlaiuake occurrtid during 
the morning of .fanuary 5, and was very 
sevi>re. It was felt over an area of a 
hundred miles. The tfiwn of Coi was 
destroyed and a thoiisaiul houses were 
demolished. In addition great damage 
was done to many villages. The loss of 
life was very great. There were 800 
persons in <ioi alone, and large nuin- 
uers of cattle and sheep also ])erished.

WILHELM AND ENGLAND. 

Full Explanations to Be Demanded From 
His Majesty— The Kaiser's Military 
and Naval Honors. 

Lo.NDo.v, Jan. il.— The Tall Mall Gaz- 
ette this afternoon says: ".Steps are 
being taken in the highest quarters to 
obtain, by family influence, a full ex- 
planation from the Emperor William, 
and the communications which have 
passed have done more than anything to 
bring about a change of tone in the (.ier- 
nian ollieial jiress towards Great Brit- 
ain."
